AKRON 


A decrease of 9 per cent in trade and public utili- 
ties employment from July to August was sufficient- 
ly high to cause a drop in total employment during 
the same period despite gains in manufacturing and 
construction employment. Although trade and pub- 
lic utilities pay rolls declined also, the decrease was 
not enough to drop August total pay rolls below the 
July level. Total employment and pay rolls in- 
creased substantially cver year-ago August figures, 
with the largest increases, 36 per cent and 45 per 
cent, occurring in manufacturing. 

August retail sales were 5 per cent above July 
sales and 21 per cent above August sales in 1954, 

Although adjusted bank debits dropped in August 
from July, an increase of 17 per cent over August 
last year was evident. 


CANTON 


Both employment and pay rolls in trade and pub- 
lic utilities and in construction declined from July 
to August, but both employment and pay rolls in 
manufacturing increased during the same period. 
Compared with August last year, the only declines 
were in construction employment and pay rolls. Year- 
to-date decreases occurred only in employment in 
trade and public utilities and construction. 

August retail sales were 11 per cent above July 
sales and 15 per cent above August sales in 1954. 

Bank debits, adjusted for working days, dropped 
7 per cent in August from July, but rose 17 per cent 
higher this August than last. 


CINCINNATI 


Total employment increased 1 per cent from July 
to August, and total pay rolls increased 3 per cent 
in the same time. Current August employment was 
4 per cent higher than year-ago August employ- 
ment, but in the first 8 months of 1955 employment 
totalled 1 per cent less than in 1954. Pay rolls in 
the same 2 periods of 1955 were 11 per cent and 
5 per cent higher than pay rolls in August 1954 and 
the first 8 months of 1954, respectively. 

Sales of retail stores were 8 per cent greater in 
August than in July and were 20 per cent greater 
than in August 1954. 

The August steel rate averaged 90 per cent of ca- 
pacity, 12 points higher than in July and 36 points 
higher than in August last year. 


CLEVELAND 


August decreases in manufacturing employment 
and pay rolls brought both total employment and 
total pay rolls 1 per cent below the July levels. Com- 
pared with August last year, total employment this 
year was up 8 per cent, and total pay rolls were up 
14 per cent. The only decreases from the corre- 
sponding month last year occurred in construction, 
but in the year-to-date manufacturing employment 
also decreased in 1955. 

Retail sales in 1955 were 28 per cent higher than 
August sales last year and 20 per cent above year- 
to-date sales last year. 

August bank debits were down 2 per cent from 


July debits, but were up 16 per cent from August 
1954.

COLUMBUS 

Both total employment and total pay rolls in- 
creased 2 per cent in August from July, but among 
the groups both employment and pay rolls in trade 
and public utilities showed fractional decreases. Au- 
gust total employment was 3 per cent higher than 
last year, while total pay rolls were 8 per cent 
higher. In the first 8 months of 1955, total employ- 
ment was up less than 1 per cent, and total pay 
rolls were up 5 per cent. 

Retail sales in August were 7 per cent greater 
than sales in July and 16 per cent greater than sales 
in August 1954, 

August bank debits surpassed all previous highs 
as the index reached 203, more than double the index 
during the average month in 1947-1949. 


DAYTON 


Although total employment in August was up 
slightly from July employment, total pay rolls 
dropped 1 per cent from July pay rolls. Manufac- 
turing employment and pay rolls declined in August 
from July, and trade and public utilities pay rolls 
also dropped fractionally from July pay rolls. Con- 
struction showed large gains in August over both 
earlier months. Compared with last August, current 
total employment was up 5 per cent, and current 
total pay rolls were up 13 per cent. Year-to-date 
gains in 1955 were a fraction of 1 per cent in total 
employment and 9 per cent in total pay rolls. 

Increases of 7 per cent from July and 18 per cent 
from last August occurred in August retail sales. 

August bank debits were up 2 per cent from July 
debits and 19 per cent from August debits in 1954. 


TOLEDO 


Total employment and pay rolls increased slightly 
from July, but manufacturing employment and pay 
rolls in August decreased slightly. Compared with 
last August, both manufacturing employment and 
pay rolls gained substantially, increasing 40 per cent 
and 50 per cent, respectively. Year-to-date gains in 
manufacturing were not so large—7 per cent in em- 
ployment and 17 per cent in pay rolls. 

Dollar retail sales in August increased 20 per cent 
over sales in July and 13 per cent over sales in Au- 
gust 1954. 

August bank debits dropped 7 per cent from July, 
but rose 15 per cent above August debits last year. 


YOUNGSTOWN 

Trade and public utilities employment and pay 
rolls declined in August from July, but total em- 
ployment and pay rolls were up fractionally and 1 
per cent, respectively. Current August and year-to- 
date figures were higher than year-ago figures in all 
categories but construction.

Three regions—New England, Middle Atlantic, and 
South Atlantic had smaller shares of total U. S. manu- 
facturing output in 1953 than they had in 1939. The 
change was substantial in the case of the first two. 

Two regions—Pacific and West South Central (Texas, 
Louisiana, Arkansas and Oklahoma) had substantial in- 
creases in manufacturing in this period, but it must be 
noted that even in 1953 these regions accounted for only 
8.7 and 4.6 per cent, respectively, of the U. S. total. 

The five other regions of the nation ali had greater-than- 
average increases in manufacturing, 1939 to 1953. The 
smallest relative gain was by the East North Central 
region, of which Ohio is a part, but again it should be 
noted that this region in 1953 accounted for nearly one- 
third of all the manufacturing in the United States. 
Changes by States 

The 9 leading manufacturing states in 1953 represented 
nearly two-thirds of all U. S. manufacturing. As a group 
these states lost ground relative to the other 39 states, 
1939 to 1953, because of the predominance of eastern states 
among the 9. 

For each of the 48 states, the chart above indicates 
the rank and relative importance in manufacturing for 
1939 and 1953. It also shows graphically the relative man- 
ufacturing expansion in each state over this period—those 
states above the diagonal line had greater than national- 
average expansion, and those below the line experienced 
less than national-average growth. 

Ohio, now holding second place among all the states in 
value added by manufacture, increased its share of the 
U. S. total from 8.6 to 9.2 per cent, 1939 to 1958.
